Albany, Ga., August 14.—Officials here 
tonight deny the reported lynching of 
King Wightman, a negro, and a white 
man named Thompson at Hartsfield yes- 
terday afternoon for assaulting Mrs. 
Mathis, a white woman. 

The two men, who were recognized by 
Mrs. Mathis as her assailants, have been 
placed safely in jail at Moultrie, Ga., by 


the North Carolina line. 

The incident happened almost within 
the bailiwick of the famous Squire Bailes, 
who recentiy came very near having his 
commission annihilated as notary public 
on account of the many marriages he 
had performed for runaway coupies. It 
was on Sunday evening last that Squire 
McElhaney, formerly the intendant of 
the town of Fort Mill, after marrying 
one couple, was called upon to perform 
the ceremony tying Miss Ramsey and 
Mr. J. R. Norman, of the village of the 
Fort Mill Manufacturing Company, in 
marriage. This was a happy young 
couple. The young lady’s parents had 
opposed the marriage bitterly. 

The young people having agreed. went 
to the squire and were made one. Thence 
they went to the honie of the bride’s pa- 
rents and the groom met a fierce storm. 
It fs alleged that in the course of the 
debate he cursed and threatened the irate 
parents. 

The upshot of it all was that on the 
following morning the father of the bride 
lodged a complaint with the town authori. 
ties. Officer R. G. Johnson was detailed 
to arrest the young husband. He took 
his bloodhounds and started in pursuit. 
Learning that Norman, who is Only 20 
years of age, had been in the Village 
Cnliy a few weeks, having come from 
North Carolina, he started out in the di- 
rection of Rockhill and put the dogs upon 
his frack. They followed him to the 
banks of Catawba river, where they took 
the water, and going across, lost the trail. 
Johnson thought that the young man w @ 
hiding on a cliff of rocks in the river, 
but searching the cliff, he failed to find 
him and giving up the search returned to 
Fort Mills.

Horrible Disaster Occurs in 
a Sulphur Mine in 
Sicily. 


Rome, August 14.—A horrible disaster 
has occurred in the sulphur mine near 
Caltanissetta, Sicily. Gas in the - mine 
became ignited and obstructed the exit 
of a hundred miners. The mine boss told 
all miners to save themselves if they 
could, while he, with five others, bravely 
* remained on the spot in order to try to 
extinguish the fire. 

Three of the miners have died and 
many others, although they succeeded in 
reaching the open air, are horribly burn- 
‘ed and maimed. The mine boss and his 
five companions found an unused exit 
and escaped, but their condition is des-

FACING DEATH 
HY STARVATION 


Fearful Conditions Result from 
Storm in Jamaica 


Thousands of People Are Homeless 
and Without Food—Majority 
Feeding on Unripe Banan- 
as—Hospitals Are 
Crowded. 


Kingston, Jamaica, August 1l4-There 
are heartrending scenes al] Over the east- 
ern and porthern portions of the Jsland 
of Jamaica. At Port Antonio thousands 
of homeless and starving feople have 
nought shelfr in the ofd prison and the 
few other building<- which survived the 
hurricane. Those who could not be thus 
accommodated are cowering in the lee 
of ruined walis and dismantled piazzas. 
The railroad sheds and waiting rooms ar» 
filled with women and children. The 
merchants of the place are feeding the 
hungry to the best of their ability, but 
the majority are depending upon green, 
unripe bananas, knocked down by the 
storm. 

Simitar conditions prevailed at Annotata 
bay, Buff bay, Orange bay, Port Maria, 
Manchionoal, Morant bay, Bowden and 
other smaller sea ports 

In the inierior the distress is equally 
acute. Scarcely a peasant’s home is 
standing. 

The homes where the peasants’ families 
were living have been literally blown 
away, and they are contriving rude shti- 
ters from fallen trees,’ palm boughs and 
banana leaves. Owing to the continued 
unsettled weather with occasional tor- 
rential rains, these shelters afford practi- 
cally no protection. 

Efforts are being made at Kingston 
to relieve the immediate wants of some 
localities by subseriptions of food and 
clothing, but the eftorts are tnadequate, 
Uniess immediate shipments of fooal- 
stuffs come from America, deaths by 
starvation are inevitable, 

The local hogpitals in the wind-swept 
districts: are crowded with the injured 
and the death list is increasing. One man 
was beheaded at Port Antonio by a fly- 
ing sheet of galvanized rooting. SeveraJ 
hcuses located on the banks of the 
streams were carried away by the floods. 
The fate of their inmates is unknown. 

The bulk of the Blu Ountain coffeo 
has been ruined and the pimento groves, 
which stood for centuries, have been 
Obliterated,

They Assert That There Is Sufficient of the Absurd and Impossible in the 
Analysis To Knock Out the Entire Report of Dr. 


TO THE PEOPLE OF ATLANTA: 
“If.I.had a cow that gave such milk, 
I'd clothe her in the finest silk. — 

I'd feed her on the softest hay,

- The dairymen of Atlanta request the 
just people of the city to give a candid 
hearing while they answer the charges 
‘recently published against them. A 
dairymen's reputation is like a woman's. 
lf a hint is dropped or a scandal spread 
against either, the whitest life cannot 
silence it. Nevertheless we do deny the 
Vaiue or reliability of the recent publi- 
cation in which nearly every dairyman 
oi prominence ih this city is denounced, 
and we propose here to state our reasons 
and defense. 

Before doing so, however, we desire to 
dispose of twa preliminary qyestions: so 
that the true issue can be clearly under- 
stood and fairly tried, 

l. We do not propose to deny that 
there are dairies furnishing unclean milk. 
dt 18 Quite prebabie that there are. There 
are rascals in every business and in- 
competent men in every business, but 
human experience makes it quite im- 
probable that alj are so. The dairymen 
who try to furnish clean and pure milk 
have long desired an inspector. Nearly 
ihree years ago they asked the board of 
health to give them one, crowding around 
their attorney, while he addressed the 
beard, to such extés:t that the ovard was 
compelled to adjourn to a larger hall.

Surely these difficulties are enough to 
@scourage. We have absOlutely no means 
of defense except the presumption from 
our previous good names and such 
weapons as our accusers furnish us.

Apparently the 
period of observation covered was the 
period intervening between the final 
sheiving of his recommendations and the 
making of the report. 

Up to this time nothing has been said 
by the press as to the contents of that 
report except that it showed the milk 


supply to $& foul in the judgment of 


the officer making it. We believe, how- 
ever, the public can form a better opin- 
fon oc the r@Port if its contents are 
stated, so that the whole matter may be 
considered in its own light. It was a 
brief letter to the prificipal heaith officer, 
containing substantially these state- 
ménts: 

1 The qtfality of the milk during the 
period covered (July) has been “excep- 
tionally good’’ as to its contents of but- 
ter fat. 

2. The milk has been “dirtier, if such a 
thing were pos@ible, than ever before.’’ 

3. “Practical laws regulating production 
will remove at least 90 per cent of the 
dirt.’’ 

These three things constituted the body 
of the report. It was signed by one pre- 
viously Unknown to us who styled him- 
self “assistant bacteriologist and chem- 
ist.” Attached to the report was a list 
of 148 dairymen, from whom milk sam- 
‘plan had beefi taker, which samples were 
graded in three columns, one purporting 
to show the quality of fe milk as to 
cleanliness: the second, its quality as to 
contents of butter fat; the third, its con- 
tents of total legitimate solids. For the 
information of the public we explain that 
these solids include butter fats, casein, 
milk sugar, etc. 

* Of the 148 samples classified, only nine 
were marked ‘‘clean.”” The rest showed 
a téw to be ‘fair’ and all the balance 
“dirty” or “very dirty.”” Of the nine 
@airymen reported as furnishing clean 
milk, four were tested on another dete 
and classed as ‘‘dirty.”” In no case did 
any one dairy show more than once as 
**e Toy P 
Heretofore the city’s inquiries have re- 
latéd. only to the contents of legitimate 
solids. “Sirce the time when council ap- 
pears to have neglected the recommend- 
‘e4- laws the mi has bécome, in the 
language of the report, ‘dirtier than ever, 
if such a thing were possible.’’

For instance, in 
Hoard’s Dairyman, the b special pub- 
lication in America, under/ date of May 
31, 1901, the owner of a fherd of Hol; 
steins publishes the official! record of his 
cows as evidence of their /superior qual-. 
ity. The highest avera test of any. 
Bingle cow in the herd wAs 3.87 per cent 
butter fat. here drawn to 

milk is what is

the cows’ milk is all mixed ahd a sample 
from it ts a cdmposite. Herd milk is 
necessarily always more invariable in its 
contents than a single cow's milk, and 
mever so rich; 3.87 per cent, therefore, 
ig practically impossible from a Holstein 
herd. For instance, the -prize Holstein 
nerd in the great six months competition 
at the Pan-Amepican in 1901, as reported 
in Hoard's, showed a herd test of 3.25. 

Jersey milk is much richér than Hol- 
stein. The Hood farm Jersey herd is 
probably the best in the country, that 
farm having produced the great Brown 
Bessie and Merry Maiden. In Hoard’s 
Dairyman for March §8, 1901, is published 
a description of ‘‘Koffee's Winnie,” a 
Hood farm cow held:out as an extraor- 
dinary animal. Her milk tested 5.1 per 
cent butter fat. 

From Hoard's Dairyman of May 24, 
1901. we now quote as follows: 

“While the test of a gingle cow’s milk

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LAW'S RELATION 


Subject Discussed by Chie 
Justice of Delaware 


He Says the Remedy for the Mob Is 
Not in Feverish Action by the 
Courts of Justice Against 
the Criminal. 


—_ 


Chautauqua, N: Y., August 14.—The 
discussion of mob law and lynchings was 
continyed here today: by Chief Justice 
Lore, of Delaware. His subject was ‘‘The 
Relation of Law to thé Manifestation of 
the Mob §pirit.’’ 

“In discussing our subject, ‘The Rela- 
tion of Law to the Manifestation of the 
Mob Spirit,’’’ Chief Justice Lore said in 
part: 

“The effect of mob rule may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

“1. It brutalizes the individual man. 

“2. It destroys free government. 

‘3. It insreases crime. 

“The amplification of these three lines 
opens an almost boundless field of thought 
which m@y not be cop passed in the time 
allotted for this address. 

“With this cursory statement of the 
origin and effects of mob rule, we turn to 
the more important inquiry, namely, 
What is the remedy? What is the cure 
for mobs? 

“Most emphatically we say, the remedy 
is not in the hasty and feverish action 
of courts of justice against the criminal 
whose Offense is the exciting cause. 

“The judges of Delaware have no &apol- 
ogy to make for not listening to sugges- 
tions of mob vengeance in the case of 
George White. 

‘Permit me to gay in honor of our good 
little state, whose name has been biack- 
ened with the ghastly lynching of White, 
that in the past her judiciary has con- 
sinted of nen of the highest attainments 
and the purest character. There, uni- 
formly, the law has been administered 
with fairness. and all the speed wWarrant- 
ed for safe judgment. 

“One cure for mob law unquestionably 
is the fearless defense of the accused 
by his keeper. The July number of Case 
and Comment forcibly states this remedy 
in the following language: 

‘““"The mob is cowardly, and dares to 
act only. when it has little to fear. A 
sheriff, in defense of his jail, who shoots 
harmlessly over the heads of the mob,

“Tl am not sure that this course Is al- 
ways wise and best. There may be cases 
and circumstances that would require 
other treatment, but that the rule ajvove 


not be doubted. 

“Outside of violence, the remedy in 
my judgment is that the people shall 
be taught in seasOn and out of season 
that our safety as a people lies in im- 
plicit obedience to the law. This should 
be taught in our public schools; by the 
press: by the pulpit; and on the forum; 
indeed, wherever there is a teacher or 
an opportunity it should be taught. 

“Much attention has been given to this 
subject lately by the press, and while 
some sensational sheets have given too 
much prominence to the details of re- 
volting cases, yet in the main the press 
of this country has stood forth manfully 
for the enforcement of law in the face 
of mobs. We may be justly proud of the 
press. It is our bulwark in the time of 
peril. 

“The same may be said of the Amer!i- 
can pulpit. With few notable exceptions 
the pulpit has uniformly been on the side 
of law, order and decency.”

If any housekeeper in 
Atlanta desires to find out whether her 
milk is ‘‘dirty’’ or “very dirty,’ she has 
but to hold yp the milk bottle and see 
how much sediment she can. discover 
with her eyesight in the bottom, or pour 
it slowly from a pitcher and save the 
bottom residual; or, if she wishes to be 
sure. she can pass it through a white 
strainer cloth and see what is Jeft behind. 
Or, if she wishes to resort to some ex- 
traordinary precaution, a little piece of 
comman filter paper may be ysed instead 
of cloth If she distrusts her own judg- 
ment and wishes to lean on the highly 
evolved intellect of another, she need 
not doubt that her cook or her butler, 
with the aid of the devices mentioned, 
or even with the naked eye, can furnish 
her an opinion no Jess infallible than 
that of the most scientific chemist of 
physician that ever lived, or almost even 
as good ag that of an assistant bacte- 
riologist and chemist who can find. 9 
per cent of butter fat in a sample of 
milk which he deems “very dirty.”’ 


But our case goes further. Thus far 
we have merely shown negatively that 
the report is unreliable and constitutes 
no evidence against us. Our d2monstra- 
tion goes further. We have affirmative 
evidence. What is written above goes 
to show that the customers are fully as 
capable of judging of the dirt in milk as 
a public officer. The officer’s opinion 
in this case is overthrown by showing 
that in the matter of the butter fat he has 
not only judged wrongly, but has certi- 
fied to the impossible, without even com- 
menting on or explaining the absurdities 
in his report, which stare in the face of 
every man who knows anything about 
milk. The value of the officer’s optn- 
fon being then reduced to zero, what 
other evidence is there? Manifestly none, 
except that of the customers who have 
seen and used and known the milk. not 
‘by the pint. but in quantity and for vears, 
and of whom hundreds and hundreds. 
even while they sypporsed that the re- 
pare was based on some scientific test.

_blows and would deliver telling hits that 
-Materially helped in geciding the result 


of the fight. 

At first Corbett was very cazutious, 
@nd apparently was outpointed vy Jef- 
fries, but later in the fight he warmed up 
and showed some of his old-time clever- 
ness. From the first, however, it was 
generally regarded as a hopeless case for 
Corbett. He made a gallant fight, Dut 
he never stood a show to win. 

The Blows That Won. 

Timekeeper George Harting stated that 
the blows that won the fight were a left 
tu the stomach followed by a right to 
the same place as soon as Corbett arose 
to» his feet after taking the count of 
nine. “It was the best fight Jeffries ever 
made, and astonished even those who 
Kad placed implicit faith in his ability 
to win,”’ said Harting. 

During the fight Corbett talked con- 
tinuously to Jeffries and to the referee 
made a number of facetious remarks. 
He was game to the end, and whenever 
Jeffries landed a blow would make a 
jesting remark. In the sixth round, 
during a clinch just fatter Jeffries had 
punished him severely, he remarkeg to 
the. referee: 

‘Watch him, Eddie, 
knock me out.”’ 

He also said: 

“He can’t knock me out; go ahead and 
ae i” 

Jeffries only grinned and waded into 
his man‘ali the harder. 

Corbett’s system of trainipg was un- 
doubtedly benéficial to him from a phy- 
sical point, but it apparently detracted 
from his speed. He did not keep away 
from Jeffries in the manner that was 
anticipated, but kept up close’ clinching 
at every opportunity. He also did some 
clever ducking, thereby avoiding dead- 
ly blows, but all his cleverness was of 
no avail. He fought his fight, and when 
the time came Jeffries deliverrA the 
necessary blows and ‘installed nimself 
mcre firmly than ever on hie pedestal as 
champion heavyweight pugilist of the 
world. The crowd that witnessed the 
contest was undoubtedly the largest that 
ever assembled at a similar entertain- 
ment in California. Corbett was the 
Gallery favorite, and every tap that he 
landed on Jeffries was greeted with 
cheers.

Czar Had Demanded Summary Pun- 
ishment of the Assassin—Re- 
ports Indicate That the 
Macedonian Insurgents 
Are Very Active. 


Constantinople, August 14.—A_ court- 
martial held at Monastir yesterday con- 
demned the gendarme, Halim, to death 
for the murder of M. Rostkovski, the 
Russian consul at Monastir. The sen- 
tence was immediately carried out. An- 
other gendarme was sentenced to fifteen 
years’ penal servitude. 

Dispatches recelved by the. porte give 
particulars of a number of encounters 
with the insurgents. The latter attacked 
the village of Gumenfe, throwing bombs 
in ft, but official dispatches say they were 
repulsed. The foreign representatives 
have demanded of the porte protection 
for the consuls and foreign residents at 
Monastir. The grand vizier has promised 
effective measures of protection. 

The Mussulmen in the disturbed area 
are persistently demanding arms and am- 
munition to protect themselves against 
the Christians. This is considered a 
dangerous factor in the situation. 


Occupied by Turks. 

The imperial troops have ‘occupled 
Krushevo, 23 miles north of Monastir, 
which was recently seized by the insur- 
gents. A force of 4,000 troops besieged 
the place and bombarded it with artil- 
lery. The fig...ing with the revolutionists 
is still proceeding outside the town. 

Consular advices from Monastir and Sa- 
lonica indorse the belief that any overt 
movement in those towns on the part of 
the revolutionary committee will lead to 
a massacre of the Bulgarian inhabitants 
by the Mussulmans. 

The panic continues at Monastir, where 
tn? shops are closed. ; 

A settlement of the indemnity for the 
murder of M. Rostkovky, the Russian 
consul at Monastir, is tmminent. The 
Offer of $80,000 to the widow appears to 
be Satisfactory to Russia. 


Protest by Bulgaria. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, August 14.—The Bul- 
garian government is preparing a mem- 
orandum to the powers giving statistics 
of the acts of oppression by the Turkish 
Officials 1n Macedonia since the institu- 
tion of the reform programme three 
months ago and other evidence in sup- 
port of Bulgaria's belief in the hopeless- 
ness of expecting any good result from 
the Russo-Austrian reform plan. 

Alleged Massacre of Christians. 

London, August 15.—The Daily Mail 
prints a dispatch from Belgrade which 
says that several thousand Albanians 
have marched to reinforce thé Turkish 
troops, who have recaptured Krisheyvo 
and have massacred the whole Christian 
population. Albanians, in revenge for the 
destruction of the Albanian villages of 
Salo and Zaitsha by the insiggents, hare 
burned the Christian village of Kar- 
bonstza and have slaughtered its inhabi-

Commissioner Poole Talks About the 
Organizations. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 14.—(Spectal.) 
Commissioner R. R. Poole returned from 
Selma last night, where he organized a 
farmers’ club yesterday with several 
hundred members. Farmers’c lubs are 
being organized all over Alabama, 
they promise to 
as the farmers’ alliance, which became 
such a factor in politics, not only in this 
state, hut through»ut the south, a few 

years ego. 

In an interview with the correspondent 
of The Atlanta Constitution this morning, 
Commissioner Poole said that under the 
law d@fining the powers and duties of the 
commissioner of agriculture, it was one 
of his duties to establish county farmers’ 
clubs, which should be formed into a 
state organization afterwards. 

“T have so far organized several clubs 
in Alabama and I have more requests 
from different counties in the state to 
come and organize clubs than I can fill. 
I never saw so much itinterest in the sub- 
ject of organization among the farmers 
of the state as at present. 

“When [| went to Marengo and organ- 
the horti- 
cultural agent of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, Mr. Lister, came imme- 
diately behind me and organized @ truck 
association. That truck association plant- 
ed about @ to 75 acres in cantaloupes, 


and the crop has been gathered this year, 


and shipped, and I have just heard of 
the result. 

‘The farmers who went into the or- 
ganization put in _ pool $125 each. 
When all the crop s sold and shipped 
a few days ago a meeting of the stock- 
holders was held and each drew out 
$175, a clear profit of $50 on the invest- 
ment of $125. If this is not making a 
good per cent on money I don't know 
what is. And I was giad to see Mr. 
Lester at Selma yesterday, where he

“Truck growers’ associations among the 
farmers are growing popular and every- 
where they have been organized the 
farmers have made good profits.’ 

At Selma, yesterday, Mr. Poole made a 
strong speech, urging organization, ani 
aroused a lively interest in the gubject 
By-laws and a constitution were adopted 
and the admission fee was fixed at 
cents and annual dues at $1.

Jeffries hooked right to the bodr, 
Corbett sending in a half-dozen lefts and 
rights on Jefferies’ face, which he accept- 
ed |peasantly. Jeffries was coming toward 
his gBan all the time and in a break away 
almost landed right on the jaw. Jeffries 
put hard left to the body, got two lefts 
onthe face and came back with left on the 
head. Corbett endeavored to stab Jeffries 
in the eves, but thus far his biows have 
not gaised a bump.

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BRIDGES DENIES 
GEORGIA RECORD 


Former Rome Preacher Is in 
Trouble Again, 


When Pardoned from Penitentiary 
Took Up Preaching in Texas. 
His Crime Followed Him, 
and When Confronted 
Made Flat Denial. 


Rome, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)—Rev. 
W. M. Bridges, erstwhile pastor of the 
North Rome Baptist church and some 
time inmate of the Georgia penftentlary, 
is in hot water again in Texarkana, Tex., 
where he has been preaching for several 
years since he was pardoned. 

This time the trouble is not one involv- 
ing embezzlement, for which he was con- 
victed in Floyd county, but is a positive 
result of his career in Georgia and in- 
volves many of his old friends and as- 
sociates. 

It seems that Bridges went to Texar- 
kana immediately after he was pardoned 
out of the Georgia penitentiary and began 
preaching as an _ independent Baptist 
preacher. Being a very eloquent man, he 
won rapid popularity and soon built up a 
circuit of several churches, among which 
he seems to have obtained a fine, or at 
least a tremendous, influence. 

All went weli until rumors of his past 
life began to spread among his flock ani 
pretty soon it was charged that he had 
been turned out of the Second Baptist 
church in Rome and that his credentials to 
preach were called for when he was final- 
ly sent to the penitentiary. 

Upon being confronted with this charge 
Bridges denied, so it fs alleged, that his 
credentials had ever been called for, or 
that he had ever served in the Georgia 
penitentiary. Inquiry was made by one of 
Bridges’ deacons, through Rev. M. A. 
Reece, a well-known Rome minister, as 
to the facts in the case with the result 
that the exact facts in the case were for- 
warded to Texas. Bridges at once denied 
the facts as stated by Mr. Reece. claim- 
ing that they were enemies and that 
Reece had told false stories. 

The case has reached a point now 
where the Texarkana people have an- 
nounced their intention of sending a man 
to Rome for the purpose of investigating 
the entire matter. 

The correspondence upon the part of 
the Texarkana people has been conducted 
by Rev. R. 8. Cole, pastor of one of 
the leading ‘churches there, and some ae 
the letters shown The Constitution's 
representative here make very salty rea:l- 
ing. In them Bridges is charged with 
positively and persistently denying that 
he has ever been in the penitentiary or 
was ever turned out of his church in 
Rome. Of course both of these things 
are true and egsily proven. His creden- 
tials are @aid to he on record there ‘and 
he affirnis that they were never called 
for in Rome. Hg 1s accused of talking too 
about his fellow ministers in Tex- 
arkana county and is said to have vio- 
lentiy abused the Baptist Association 
there. Mr. Cole charges that Bridges 7 
misrepresented the action of the oe 
church in which he ho!ds his members ip 
and made statements of action jn his ~_ 
hehalf not borne out by the ministers - 
the meetings. Rev. Mr. Cole winds up me 
saying that Bridges characterizes the 
whole thing as malicious slander. 


Something About Bridges. 
Bridges was for years a well open 
Baptist preacher in Rome and held 
office of county school commissioner for 
several terms. Hie was well connected, 
of pleasant address and very eloquent 


in the pulpit. 

After holding the office of 
school commissioner in Floyd county for 
several years he was accused of embez- 
zling the school funds. He was convict- 
ed. after one of the hardest fought and 
most memorable trials in the history of 
the state, and sentenced to five years 
imprisonment in the Georgia penitenti- 
arv. He was pardoned out by Governor 
Atkinson just before the end of his term. 

Bridges’ accusation, trial and convic- 
tion created no end of sensation through- 
out Georgia and is one of the conspl- 
enous an@® nfemorable trials in the crim- 
inal history of Floyd county. Never was 
a more brillian array of counsel sum- 
monseq to the defense of one charged 
with. crime and the most strenuous ef- 
forts were made to save him the :-disgrace 
of wearing the stripes. His embezzlement 
was for something like $5,000 and his 
conviction cost the county at least $10,- 
000. At one stage of the proceedings 
Bridges skipped out but was captured In 
Texas and brought home to trial. His 
family connections are very strong and 
great influence was brought to®bear in 
his behaTt?- but without avail. 

After his return from his term in the 
pen™“ntidry Bridges remained in Rome 
a short.time but soon went to Texas 
where he has since resided. Since going 
to Texas scarcely a word of his doings 
has reached Rome until this matter came 
up, as he seems to have cut himself 
loose almost entirely from old home ties. 

The news of this trouble will undoubt- 
edly create a big sensation throughout 
Georgia as Bridges was well known 
and of most engaging manners. He was 
always prominent at lodge meetings, 
country singings, picnics and political 
gatherings and at one time he was prom- 
inently spoken of for state school com- 
missioner. : 

The church members and ministers in 
Rome have been heretofore very reluc- 
tant to disctss Bridges, choosing rather 
to allow him to go his way in peace but 
this last affair, wherein he Is said to 
have denied so much that is true, has 
determined those who are interested to 
give out the true status of affairs.

That is what the recent Seaboard, Rock 
Island and Frisco deal will mean even- 
tually. And it means a great many other 
facilities in the matter of both freight 
and passenger transportation toward the 
Pacific. 

Perhaps one of the most important 
phases in the great deal] was that pointed 
out by a prominent Atlanta shipper yes- 
terday. 

“I believe that one of the most impor- 
tant points that is sure to develop from 
the recent transaction is the shipping of 
cotton from this entire portion of the 
south to the Pacific coast, 

“Every one who has studied the matter 
or is at all acquainted with the exports 
of the country knows that the amount 
of business in the way of exports to China 
and other Asian ports hag been increasing 
tremendously the last few years and is 
still growing. Most of this export is in 
the line of cheap cotton goods manufac- 
tured especially for the Chinese and Jap- 
@mfiese trade. And the amount of this 
that is now being manufactured in the 
mills of the soutfi hfs been growing at a 
tremendous rate. 

“The chief obstacle tn the way of in- 
creasing this trade to the amount it 
should be has been’ the matter. of 
freighis and the difficuiiies experienced 
in the matter of shipping. As conili- 
tions are now, the onlv two methods of 
transportation are by means of trans- 
continental freight routes and by ships 
which have to go all the way around 
Cape Horn and then up tke western 
coasts gf the Americas. 

“It may be a surprise to many to 
know that very much of the cetton goods 
now goes to the Pacific seaboard from 
southern states by way of the Canadian 
Pacific. This is shipped t China and 
Japan at Vancouver. 

“Not only are the freight rates enor- 
mous, but such a route means several 
reharyllings of the materials. which adJs 
to the great expense and cayses much 
delay. Kkven cotton and cotton material 
from Texas are shipped in this way. 

‘“‘Now,. with a trunk line operating 
through the southwest, the advantages so 
far as the shipping of cotton goods alone 
ils enormoug. Jn the first placg, it means 
turough transportation to the open gate- 
way in China vith but one extra han- 
dliug, and that at the Pacific port. And 
it certainly ought to mean a great re- 
duction in the treight rates. 

“No need at inis time to point out the 
fact that Atlanta is not only geograph- 
ically but commercially the railroad 
center of the great cotton mill district 
of the southeast. Well, to my mind and 
I have heard a number of other shippers 
say the same thing, this means that the 
great bulk if not practically all the 
cotton materia] shipped to the markets 
in the far east will go through Atlanta 
on its way to the Pacific coast and to 
ports of Nagasaki, Hong Kong, Shanghai 
and others. 

“If you will go into the mills all around 
this part of the country you will find 
tnat a great many of the big rolls of 
manufactured goods bear queer looking 
stamps that have*no significance perhaps 
to the cABual observer but they mean 
that these particular goods were manu- 
factured for China and Japan. Well, if 
with the present poor facilities for reach- 
ing these foreign ports the trade is rap- 
idly increasing it seems to me that by 
means of a direct southern route from 
the very land of the cotton mills is going 
to mean such an increase as can only be 
conjectured at this time.

at Rochester, N. Y., by

Macon, Ga., Aug. 14.—(Special).—The re- 
mains of Addjson C, Hook, Jr., of Atlan- 
ta. who ‘was killed Sunda@y night in 
Rochester, N. Y¥., by an elevated railway 
train reached the city this morning and 
were laid to rest in the eld Lake, burial 
grounds In Rose Hill cemetery.

Sunday 
night last, at 2 o’clock, Mr. Hook re- 
ceived through the chief of police at 
Atlanta, a telegram form the chief at 
Rochester, stating that his son had been 
run over by a train at 10:30 Sunday night 
and that he was then at the Rochester 
city hospital in a dying condition. Over 
the long distance phone, Mr. Hook was 
tola by the Rochester chief that his 
son had been found beside the track with 
the right arm and the left leg crushed 
off and that he was conscious when 
brought to the hospita!, but that he had 
been unable to give any account of the 
accident or to tell anything’ except his 
name and home. Mr. Hook was also noti- 
fied that the railroad company demand- 
ed an inquest. Through Hon. Hoke Smith 
of Atlanta, the father arranged for the 
presence of attorneys at the inquest. 
On Tuesday afternoon at 7 o'clock the 
body left Rochester in charge of the 
American Express Company, argd taking 
a round-about way did not reach At- 
lanta until 5 o'clock this morning.

That the ‘Lobby Investiga- 
tion Undoubtedly Did 
Good. 


Columbus, G&a., August 14.--(Special.)— 
“l am entirely satisfied with the re- 
sult of the investigation of lobbying,’’ 
said Hon. G. Y. Tigner, one of Muscogee's 
representatives upon his return from At- 
lanta, : 

“The investigation undoubtedly did 
good," he declared. ‘‘My denunciation of 
the practice of lobbying had an imme- 
diate effect, as wag seen in the passage 
of the substitute convict bill.

He Relinguishes Control of the 
Army Today, 


But He Will Assume the Duties of 
the Chief of Staff—Secretary 
Will Issue an Order in Re- 
gard to Staff Chief’s 
Duties.

Washington, August 14.—Secretary Root 
tomorrow will promulgate an order de- 
fining the duties of the general staff of 
the army, which goes into effect under 
the law August 15. The most important 
feature of the order is that in relation 
to they duties of the chief of staff. On 
this point the secretary says: 

“Under the act of February 14, 1903, the 
command of the army of the United 
States rests with the constittulonal com- 
mander in chief, the president. The presi- 
dent will place parts of the army and 
separate armies whenever constituted, un- 
der commanders subordinate to his gen- 
eral command; and, in case of exigencv 
seeming to him to require it, he may 
place the whole army under a single com- 
mander subordinate to him; but in time

“The president's command is exercised 
through the secretary of war and the chief 
of staff. The secretary of war is charged 
with carrying out the policies of the 
president in military affairs. He directly 
represents and is bound always to act in 
conformity to the president's instructions, 
Under the law and the decisions of the 
supreme court his acts are the president's 
acts. and his directions and orders are 
the president’s directions and ofders. 

Military Adviser to Secretary. 

“The ehief of staff reports to the secre- 
tary of war, acts as his military adviser, 
receives from him the directions and or- 
ders given in behalf of the president, ani 
gives effect. thereto In the manner here- 
after provided. 

“The chief of staff is, detailed by the 
president from officers of the army at 
large, not below the grade of brigadier 
general. The sucgessful performance of 
the duties of the position requires what 
the title denotes—a relation of absolute 
confidence and personal accord, and sym- 
painy between the chief of staff and the 
president, and necessarily also between 
the chief of staff and the secretary of 
war. For this reason, without any reflec- 
tion whatever upon the officer detailed, 
the detail will in every case cease, unless 
sooner detailed, on the day following the 
expiration of the term of office of —_ 
president by whom the detail is made; 
and if at any time the chief of staff con- 
siders that he can no longer sustain to- 
ward the president and the secretary of 
war the relations above describee, it will 
be his duty to apply to be relieved.

Convicts on the Public Roads, . 

The act of the legislature allowing 
counties to elect the employment of 
their short term felony convicts on 
their public roads promises to be pop- 
ular from the jump-off. Already Ful- 
ton and Troup countieg have filed ap- 
plications for all the under five years 
sentenced convicts credited to them. 

Reports from some other counties 
are to the effect that as soon as their 
commissioners or grand juries can act 
they also will apply for their own 
short term men to work on their pub- 
lic roads. 

Every county in Georgia that can 
muster from the penitentiary rolls a 
sufficient number of such convicts as 
to promise their practical use on the 
county roads should put in their‘appli- 
cations at the earliest practical mo- 
ment, meanwhile preparing for their 
keep, guarding and employment. Of 
the 2,200 convicts, in round numbers, 
one-third, or fully 750 of them, are un- 
der gentences of less than five years. 
This is enough to enable half the coun- 
ties in the state to have profitable 
road-working gangs, and the results 
would be speedily manifest in every 
county where they would be employed. 

The amount of work that 750 able- 
bodied convicts, working 312 days per 
year, would perform will build and 
put in first-class turnpike condition 
more than 600 miles of roads, or two 
broad macadamized highways from 
one end of Georgia to the other, were 
the work done on such continuous 
lines. But when the work is done 
from county centers into the country 
districts the general and distributed 
value of the roads is greatly enhanced. 

The test of whether eonvicts can be 
profitably.employed in road building 
under county management is one that 
the people are waiting to see fully 
made. If it proves to be a profitable 
thing the system will expand year by 
year and the age term of the convicts 
allowable for such labor will be raised 
until the few not so employed will be 
Only those derelicts whom the state 
coufd not hire out and has to care for 
in confinement more as a concern of 
humanity than punishment. 

The Constitution hopes to see the 
short-term convicts rapidly taken over 
by the counties and the state soon 
begin to reap the substantial benefits 
that always and everywhere follow 
first-class county road systems.

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A Palm for J. Skelton Williams. 

In the midst of the wonder and 
congratulations following the late 
Seaboard Air Line deal it should not 
be forgotten that the one man who 
brought to pass the conditicns that 
permitted and promoted it is Hon. J. 
Skelton Williams, president of the 
Seaboard company. 

When he started to build the first 
road of what he afterwards developed 
into one of the greatest of the south- 
eastern systems he was faced by 
strong adverse interests and most dis- 
couraging predictions. It required a 
man of steel nerves, stolid faith and 
tireless energy to battle with such en- 
emies. But the fight that Mr. Wil- 
liams at once put up and has con- 
tinued with the persistence of a zealot 
has been the admiration of the railway 
world for years. 

:n the history of his progress he has 
had to meet, compromise with or con- 
quer some of the mogul jnterests of 
modern railway financiering and yet 
he has won more battles than he has 
lost and now stands where his ancient 
foes cannot touch him and where the 
magnates of his world give him a vic- 
tor’s welcome. 

Mr. Williams deserves from the 
southern people in particular a unan- 
imous vote of thanks for having built 
up a great developing railway system 
by his own skill and now for joining 
it to the mastodon railway combina- 
tion of the globe. : 


Grady Hospital and Public Opinion. 

The report. that an effort will be 
made in council to abolish the board 
of trustees of the Grady hospital indi- 
cates an action that we are sure will 
find scant encouragement. There do not 
appear in anything post or present in 
the hospital’s history why any such at- 
tion should be had. City trustees are 
necessary for an institution of such 
cnaracter and those trustees need to be 
men of experience, personal devotion 
and wisdom in dealing with charitable 
works. It would be almost as apropos 


to propose the abolition of the Bos-« 
pital itself as to interfere with a supet- | 
vision so weil conceived as that now. 


in operation. A temporary agita 
is scarcely sufficient warrant for such 
a radical innovation. ’ 

Because the people of Atlanta are 
so intensely interested in the effi- 
ciency and reputation of Grady hos- 
pital is the explanation of their 
promptness to take up cudgels against 
any person or practice that threatens 
to impair either that efficiency or 
that reputation. 

If any one thinks the public is not 
atgached to the institution a popular 
vote should bring out forty-nine bal- 
lots for it to one against it. It is a 
great and wholesome institution. It 
covers four acres of ground in the 
heart region of the city and is one 
eighth of a mile from end to end. It 
is magnificently equipped and has the 
voluntary services of some of the most 
eminent physicians of the city. 

Very naturally those who are thus 
giving their time and capital skill to 
the unfortunate people of the city, go 
ing night arid day and paying their 
own cab fares, feel aggrieved when 


true as to its facts, is made the grava- 
men for serious public clamor against 
the hospital and its entire official ad- 
ministration. Such wholesale denunct- 
ation is ill-considered and undeserved. 

The general public can rest well as- 
sured that the city’s trastees of the 
hospital will not permit neglects, 
abuses and acts otherwise detrimental 
to the eniciency of the institution. 
But in a hospital so large and so bus- 
ily employed, as in other institutions 
of large affairs, mistakes will occur in 
spite of precautions. It 1s not possi- 
ble that human mechanisms should 
always perfectly perform their func- 
tions. 

In the case of the Grady hospital 
the Very few cases of error become 
conspicuous for their rarity. The er 
rors May not always be pardonable off. 
hand, but they may be satisfactorily 
explained and the proper steps taken 
to avoid like instances in the future. 

The management and the physicians 
who give service at the hospital are 
manifestly anxious to render that ser- 
vice as prompt and alleviating as pos- 
sible. They understand the popular 
jealousy that the hospital shall be in 
all things what the city intended it 
to be. For the excellent work they 
have done and the splendid condition 
in which the institution stands they 
are deserving of a public confidence 
that will not be premature in condem- 
nation.

Enforce the Vagrant Law. 
The amended vagrant act is now 


the law of the state and imposes sol- 
emn duties upon the constabulary and 
judiciary of the state, under their 
Oaths, and which they ought to per- 
form with every diligence and impar- 
tiality. 

The law is plain and easy to under- 
stand by every peace officer in the 
state. It defines who are vagrants to 
the eye of the careful officer and puts 
the burden of proof on the suspect to 
Satisfy the court that he is not sub‘ect 
to the law. The law is almost auto- 
matic in its operative character and 
only needs the initiative of a fearless 
official to set it in motion. 

The manner of the passage of the 
law shows that the people of the state 
are dead tired of supporting a mass 
of measly vagrants, few or more of 
whom infest every community in the 
commonwealth. And first of all it 
must be understood that this law is 
not wholly aimed at the negro loafer 
and tramp. It was enacted and in- 
tended to apply to the vagrants of any 
race without discrimination. There is 
less excuse for the white vagrant than 
for the nomadic or parasitical negro. 
We rather expect the negro to shirk 
work when he can subsist in any oth- 
er way, but we also expect white men 
to have the self-respect of their rac 
and prefer work rather than the com- 
men repute of being drones and dead 
beats. 

Loafing white men are an excuse 
for loafing negroes and it would be 
neither honest nor lawful to wink at 
the white vagrant, no matter if he 
should be a sort of privileged charac- 
ter about town, and put the screws of 
the law to the equally recognized ne- 
gro roustabout who fetches and car- 
ries for the white loafers. 

In this matter the city and county 
officials throughout the state should 
Knuckle down to their obligations and 
get busy. Large enterprises in the 
State are crying for labor. In the 


‘meantime ablebodied men parasites 


are in every town living from the 
wages and home-earnings of wives 
and children. Hunt them out and tell 
them that the new motto of Georgia 
is “‘work or walk.” There is a job 
for every man in honorable labor. If 
he refuses to take it, let the state fur- 
nish him work at dishonorable labor 
and keep hjm at it until the iazy itch 
is sweated out of nim. : 

The Constitution feels that the 
time is opportune to urge munictbal 
and county officers to vie with each 
other in cleaning out the vagrants and 
let it go abroad to all the world ihat 
Georgia is not running a loafer’s lotus- 
land. Then the vagabond will hunt 
for and catch up with the job he has 
been dodging for many years and the 
tramp will take notice and keep off 
our Georgia grass.

The President’s Evil Policy. 

The Constitution had hoped to avoid 
discussing, except incidentally, the 
Durbin letter of the president. But 
the more we see of the comments 
made by others the more we are in- 
clined to believe that the plain dis- 
tasteful truth about it. should be 
spoken. 

The president ‘has voluntarily in- 
jected this long document into the 
lynching discussion. Why? Not be- 
cause the action of Governor Durbin 
was any more conspicuous in uphold- 
ing the demands and dignity of the 
laws than the acta of other governors, 
some of them in southern states, who 
have also employed troops as a posse 


‘to suppress gathering mobs and pre- 


vent lynchings. The Durbin spectac- 
ular slothfulness in grasping and con- 
trolling the Evansville situation does 
not justify the laudatory addressing 
to him of a letter which was really 
intended for the people of the nation. 
Why was not the president ingenuous 
enough to write it “To the People,” 
without the perfunctory superscription 
to Durbin? 

The letter sounds like a voice from 
an accusing conscience. When the 
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| must feel the gravest @larm over the 
growth of lynching in this country, and 
éspecially over the peculiarly hideous 
forms so often taken by mob violence 
when colored men are the victims; on 
which occasions the mob seems to lay 
most weight, not on the crime, but on 
the color of the criminal,” he must 
have known that he was essaying to 
rebuke a fury and form of vengeance 
for which his own actions have been 
more responsible within the past two 
years than any other single incentive 
that can possibly be named. 

President Roosevelt is said to be a 
candid and courageous man. If he is 
he will not try to blink or dodge the 
stern facts of his own part in creating 
the recent epidemic of negro lynch- 
ings, both in the north and in the 
south. It is a pity that he has mixed 
such a bitter draught for his own 
palate, but the fact is that he has done 
so. 

His forcible endeavors to make con- 
spicuous and offensive use of negroes 
to demonstrate his pet “door of hope” 
theories concerning the black race 
have revolted the supreme Caucasian 
sense of the nation, with but. rare and 
morbid exceptions. His acts of social 
equality, his successful boast that he 
would force Crum upon the people of 
Charleston, his utterances at Arlington 
and to the negro guards at Lincoln’s 
tomb, and other like negrophile per- 
formances on his part, have served to 
inflame negro lusts and visions of so- 
cial and political superiority to the 
point of fatal assertion. 

Beforé President Roosevelt began to 
work his negro programme there had 
arrived, here in the south at least, a 
form of peace and mutual interests be- 
tween the races. The occasional rape 
by the vagabond negro was swiftly 
punished by the people of the vicinage, 
and usually without any hysterical 


inal. But when the president got to 
work with his negro equality scheme 
the news of his doings flew like elec- 
tric waves into the brains of the negro 
masses, and an immediate and om- 
inous change of demeanor by them 
was everywhere exhibited. They be- 
came aggressive, impudent, insulting 
and loudly assertive of the distinctions 
conferred upon the race by the presi- 
dent. 

What the president needs to do, if 
he is honestly anxious to abate lynch- 
ings, is to write a ringing and stinging 
letter “To the Negroes of the United 
States,” telling them faithfully and 
truthfully that they must not regard 
him as the apostle of social equality 
between the races and that if they 
want immunity from mobs they must 
themselves create for the white wo- 
men of the country immunity from 
ravishment and irreparable ruin by 
inhuman members of their race. Such 
a letter will be more effective for law 
and order than forty of his Durbin 
epistles. 


No Jereniiahs Need Apply. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

Tn a letter to a Richmond firm, Richard 
H. Edmonds, editor of The Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record, gives some im- 
portant and cheerful statistics {nm regard 
to southern prosperity. He estimates that 
this year’s gotton and cotton seed crop 
within the next twelve months will 
bring the southern farmers, at least, 
$600,000,000, and that other southern aeri- 
cultural products will amount to “not 
far from $900,000,000,"" a total of about 
$1,500,000.(00 for one year’s farming; and the 
manufacturing product exceeds in value 
the agricultural. While the cotton crop 
represents only about 4 per cent of the 
total value of the agricultural] product 
of the south, it is the ereat money crop. 
For a hundred years high cotton has 
been acompanied with general southern 
raproeperity. 

Between 1900 and 1902. years of south- 
ern industrial activity and fair prices for 
cotton, the gain in the assessed value 
of southerp property was $460,000,000, an 
annval average of $230,600,000 as against 
an average af $79.000,000 for the preced- 
ing ten years. In spite of the panic of 
1898, the industrial depression and the 
low price of cotton, the south has estab- 
lished its credit and accumulated capital 
and put its manufactures on a solid 
basis. In the last three years southern 
coal mining and ccke mining and coiton 
manufacturing and iron making have 
been degeloped and brought up to date. 
Capital and immigration have been ai- 
tracted, In short, “the gouths material 
advancement, based on the upbuilding 
of its manufacturing and mining inter- 
ests and the rapidly intreasing deygelop- 
ment of its agricultural interests, prom- 
ises to tax to the utmost the freight-han- 
dling facilities of all southern = rail- 
roads "’

The Legislature’s Work. 

Editor Constitution: Every citizen of 
Georgia should be well pleased with the 
present general assembly. I doubt if 
there have been two sessions in years 
that have passed more wholesome legis- 
lation than the last two. The member- 
ship of both houses was well distributed 
among the several professions and lead- 
ing indvstries, men of state and national 
reputation in néarly all of these holding 
seats. Go over the list if you please and 
note the prominent lawyers, doctors, 
teachers, ministers, editors, manufac- 
turers, farmers, horticulturists, merchants 
and capitalists. The result has given us 
sane legislation. Not what any particu- 
lar class, perhaps, would have liked, but 
a well balanced and healthy growth. I 
do not recall a general bill that showed 
retrograde action. The revised tax bill 
with its taxation of franchises and 


‘means of bringing to light hidden prop- 


erty has added nearly $30,000,000 to the 
tax books of the state. The suggested 
amendments to the constitution limiting 
the tax rate to 5 mills was equally wise, 
and will tend to the enactment of laws 
equalizing taxation and making more 
searching the finding of property both 
private.and corporate. The amendment 
granting the right under easy conditions 
for schoo] cOmmunities of any size to 
vote a local tax for schools is the most 
far reaching schoo] legislation enacted 
since the establishment of our school 
system. It alone will: make possible a 
real system from primary schoo] to uni- 
versity. The uniform text book bill, 
under present conditions, will cheapen 
books and most of all will enable eur 
state commissioner to prepare a graded 
course of study and see that it is pur- 
sued. This will bring order out of con- 
fusion, The general assembly also pro- 
vided for a codification of school laws. 
It was liberal to all of the state in- 
stitutions enabling them to increase their 
usefulness. for the good of the youth 
of the state. It might be called an edu- 
cational legislature. 

The Auduban bill, looking to the pro- 
tection of our birds, was good, and the 
vagrancy bill, protecting our cities and 
towns from vagrants, and requiring all 
such to work for their living, or work 
for the apgunties on the roads, was os#- 

jally good and will likely be adopted 
ager our southern states. The convict 
bill, while not what the friends of either 
proposition wanted in all of its details,

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There afe no indications of the gov- 
ernor being’ called upon to veto any of 
the Dilla passed by the legislature. The 
work of preparing fhe remaining bills 
for the governor's signature is being 
pushed @rward rapidly by the officials 
of the senate and house, and all will 
reach him within the five days allowed 
him to affix his official signature to 
them. 

It is an interesting, but not generally 
understood, fact that there is no provi- 
sion in the constitution giving this five 
days’ leeway, and no law upon the sub- 
ject. The supreme court has decided 
that because of long precedent bills 
signed within five days after the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature are legal, while 
those not signed within that time dle 
without the formality of a veto. 

The governor will sign all of the local 
school district bills passed at the Jast 
session, though the constitutionality of 
some of these is seriously questioned. 
These bills are in two classes, one class 
providing for the incorporation for 
school purposes of an entire militia dis- 
trict with the incorporated town situated 
therein; the other class incdrporating 
militia districts as school districts even 
when théy do not contain incorporated 
towns. Some of the lawyers who Rave 
examined into the question believe that 
the first class may be decided constitu- 
tfonal by the supreme court, but think 
the second class will not be. However, 
this is a matter upon which lawyers dif- 
fer. The governor regards it the prov- 
ince of the supreme court to decif@e the 
mooted question, and will not take upon 
himself the responsibility of vetoing any 
of these measures, as the courts may 
decide them all to be constitutional. 

Under acts of the legislafure, the gov- 
ernor will have the appointment of One 
member of the state beard of health 
from each congressional district. The 
friends of doctors regarded eligible for 
positions upon this board are deluging 
him with recommendations. 

He will also have the appointment 
bf five members of the school book com- 
mission, these to be gamed by the ist 
of September. It is a rather remarkable 
fact that the bill does not permit the 
appointment of the chancellor of the state 
university to this board. Governor Ter- 
rell’s first thought was that the ebancellor 
was the most natural man to be selected 
for this éuty, but an examination of the 
tems of the law shows that the chan- 
cellor is barred by its provisions. This 
was clearly an oversight on the part of 
the committee which had charge of the 
bill, but it is too late now to rectify It. 

In the consideration of educators eligi- 
ble for positions on the board, the gov- 
ernor has already discovered that most 
of the men prominent in this work who 
have been suggested to him are object- 
ed to by some book concern or other on 
the ground that they are closely affiliated 
with rival concerns. The system of coun- 
ty adoption which has prevailed for so 
many years seems to have resulted in 
arousing suspicions of per#>nal sympa- 
thy for the works of Some particular 
publisher against most of the men who 
have been active in educational] work. 
Of course in many of these instances, 
perhaps in most, there is no ground for 
these suspicions, but they exist. It will 
be the governor's aim to select men for 
the duty of passing upon the merits of 
the different books who cannot possibly 
be open to the suspicion of being biased 
one way or the other. ; 

Under the terms of the law, the final 
decision will be with the state board of 
education, which consists of the governor, 
the secretary of state, the attorney géen- 
eral, the comptroller general and the state 
schoo! commissioner. Some of the mem- 
bers of this board do not at all relish 
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the position in which the Ret places them 
They think the decision should have béen 
put into the hands of a single commissién 
or board, instead of having one board 
report upon the merits of the books and 
another make the decision. They belliéve 
the practical workings of this will be to 
have those companies not favored by the 
school book commission combine to bring 
every influence to bear with the state 
board of education to upset the decision 
of the commission, and that the result 
will be all kinds of strife whenever tbe 
book question is up. 

The governor will also have the 4p- 
pointment of an inspector of turpentine 
and will have the naming of three mem- 
bers of the state bar association, to 
join with the members appointed by the 
senate and the house, in m@king a study 
of and report upon the Torrens system 
of registration of land titles. It is ceér- 
tain that Hon. Washington Dessau, who 
has made an exhaustive study of this 
question, will be one of the three selected 
by the governor. This is a purely hon- 
orary position, but oné involving a ques- 
tion of vast interest to the state. 


Troup Wants Convicts. 

Troup county is the first county in the 
state to put in a bid for convicts in ac- 
cordance. with the provisions of the new 
convict lease law. The request came tc 
the prison cornmission from the commis- 
sioners of Troup, who say that they 
would liane to have their quota to work 
the roads of the county. Trouwp’s appor- 
tionment of convicts will, from the pres 
ent outlook, be twenty-one. 

The governor has not yet signed the 
convict bill, as it has not reached him. 
It is expected he will do so today. As 
soon as the bill is signed the prison com- 
mission will issue the advertisements pro- 
vided for and it is expected that when 
that is done and the amount which will 
be received for the convicts under the 
new lease is determined, those countiés 
which desire to use convicts upon the 
roads will be heard from. 


Report on Prison Camps. 

The report of the house committee 
which visited the different penitentiary 
camps shows that the conditions at the 
different camps is excellent. Chairman 
Steed, in his report, says: 

“The standing committee on peniten- 
tiary has, through its subcommittees, vis- 
ited and examined into the condition of 
the following convict camps of this state: 
Cole City, Rising Fawn, Milltown, Fargo, 
Heartsease, Egypt, Millhaven and Adri- 
an. The reports of the chairmen of thesé 
various subcommittees show the same to 
be in wholesome sanitary condition; that 
the convicts therein confined have been, 
and are now, well cared for and hu- 
manly treated, and that only such pun- 
ishment is inflicted as is consistent with 
the most enlightered enforcement of the 
law for the punishment of criminals. 
Tne rules and regulations pfescribed By 
the prison commission are just, humané 
and wholesome, and reflect much credit 
on those upon whom rests the manage- 
ment and control of Georgia's convicts. 
The fact that the state has more than two 
thousand felony convicts in its peniten- 
fiary, undergeing punishment for crimes 
committed, and that only one or two 
complaints have been brought to our at- 
tention, and those only as to details of 
the manner of punishment, argues well 
for this department of the state govern- 
ment, and is doubtless a source of grat- 
ification to every patriotic citizen of 
Georgia.” 


Supreme Court Adjourns. 

The supreme court adjourned yesterday 
for the summer, to reconvene on the 2d 
of October. Of the general cases which 
go over those best known are the case 
of the Central Railway v. Wallace, which 
has been ordered reargued on the 5th 
of October, and the subornation of per- 
jury of Stone v. the State, from Morgan 
county.

The main complaint 
seems to be in the claim that the mem- 
bers of the board are being perpetuated 
in office and that its affairs are being 
conducted more in the nature of a pri- 
vate corporation than a public institu- 
tien. ;

The ‘ity will not be in a hurry about 
placing the balance of the $400,000 bund 
issue, as long as the money market is in 
its present condition.

Cvnthiana, Ky., August 14.—The jury 
in the oase of Curtis Jett and Thomas 
White charged with the assassination of 
James B. Marcum at Jackson this morn- 
ing returned a verdiot of guilty, fixing 
the punishment of each at life imprison- 
ment. The verdict was returned when 
there were but few persons in the court 
room, 

The only attorney present was County 
Attorney Webster. Jett received the ver- 
dict with comparative indifference and 
calmness. White, who has been appar- 
ently under a severe strain during the 
trial, flushed up and his eyes filled with 
iears. 

Attorney Golden, for the defense, stated 
that a motion for a new trial will be 
made as soon as possible. The generdl 
opinion seems to be that the motion will 
be overruled by the court and that it 
will then go to the court of appeals. The 
verdict occasioned little surprise here 
after the deliberation of the jury had 
been so prolonged. The only question 
which caused the delay, it is said, was 
that of punishment—death or Mfe im- 
prisonment, 

The verdict on the whole is regarded 
as a victory for the defense, as the 
prosecution asked that no middle ground 
be taken and that the men either go 
clear or be hanged.

FORAKER ACT IS SUSTAINED. 


Federal Judge Ray Holds It Is Con- 
stitutional. 

New York, August 14.—Judge Ray, in 
the United States court today, handed 
dewn an opinion sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of the Foraker act which pro- 
vided a new revenue tax on merchandise 


_ brought into the United States from Por'o 


Rico after the is!l.nd ceased to be a 
forélgn country. 

Today's decision sustained a demurrer 
tntérposed by the United States in an ac- 
{féh commenced against it by the sugar 
lewporting firm of Lacelles & Co., of New 
York. The firm imported a cargo of 
sugar from Porto Rico on June 12,1899, 
which was placed on its arrival in a 
bonded ware house. The entry was liqui- 
dated November 14, 1899, under the exis*- 
tne Dingley tariff act. On June 6 the 
entry was relinquished and duties reas- 
pessed under the” Foraker act. The firm 
protested against the imposition of any

GOT-A PARDON 
FOR DESERTER 


Congressman _Livingston 
Gets an Atlanta Boy Out 
of Trouble, 


Congressman Livingston, of the fifth, 
returned to Atlanta yesterday from 
Washington, where he has been for sév- 
eral days past attending to matters of 
vital interest to several of his constit- 
uents. 

Colonel Livingston secured a pardon 
for Melvin Harris, of Atlanta, who has 
been given a sentence of two years on 
a charge of -esertion from the United 
States army, and secured an appointment 
as civil service agent for Joe Wailace, of 
Conyce*s, with a comfortable salary at- 
tached. 

Melvin Harris was a private in the Fif- 
teenth infamtry, and twice deserted from 
that regiment. His second desertion was 
on the occasion of the regiment's return 
from the Philippines, when he left it 
and came to his home in Atlanta. On 
arriving here on the advice of friends he 
went to Fort McPherson and gave him- 
self up. He was tried by court martial 
and sentenced to serve two years in the 
federal prison. General Chaffee, comman- 
ding the department of the east, cut 
the s®Titence in two, giving him only 
One year. The matter was then put in 
the hands of Congressman Livingston, 
who went to Washington for the purpose 
of taking it up with the war department. 
At the request of Colonel Livingston, 
Harris was kept at Fort McPherson un- 
til the matter could be passed on. After 
considerable difficulty the pardon was 
Secured last Tuesday, and telegraphic 
orders were sent to Fort McPherson di- 
recting Harris’ release. The young At- 
lantan has granted a pardon, but 
‘ismissed, of course, from the army. He 
belongs to a well known Atlanta family. 

The other matter which Colonel Liv- 
ingston had arranged was the appvoint- 
ment of Joe Wallace, editor of The Con- 
yers Banner, to be civ] service agent on 
the Mexican border at a salary of $150 a 
month and expenses.

New Orleans, August 14.—Secretary 
Hester's statement of the world’s visihie 
supply of cotton, made up from special 
cables and telegraphic advices, compares 
the figures of this week with last week, 
last year and the year before. 

It shows a decrease for the week just 
closed of 108,406 bales, against a decrease 
of 123,281 Jast year and a decrease of 145,- 
500 year before last. 

The total visible is 1,450,438, against 1,567,- 
842 last week, 1,511,839 last year and 1,861,551 
year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is 
672.438, against 742,843 last week, 903,839 last 
vear and 1,096,561 year before last, and of 
all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 787,000, against 825,000‘last week, 
608,000 last year and 15,000 year before 
last. ‘ 

The total world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton, as above, shows a decrease compared 
with last week of 108,46 bales, a decreasa 
compared with last year of 62,401 and a 


decrease compared with year before last 
of 402,113. 

Of the world’s visibie supply of cotton 
as above. there is now afloat and held in 
Great Rritain and continenta] Europe 
759,000, against 887,000 last year and 929,00 
year before last; in Egypt 8,000, against 
47,000 last year and 75,000 year before last; 
in India 471,000, against 366,000 last year 
and 444,000 year before last, and in the 
l'nited States 221,000, against 212,000 last 
vear and 414,000 year before last.

terest which it could convey to a subse- 
quent purchaser. 

2. Where the mining company owned 
only a leasehold interest in land and ob- 
tained from an adjacent owner the right 
to pump water from the latter’s proper- 
ty as long as the mine was operated on 
the leasehold estate, the water privilege 
was not an easement in gross, personal to 
the mining company, but appurtenant to 
the mine, and passed to a subsequent pur- 
chaser of the mining company’s interest. 

3. “In consideration of bettering the 
chance of getting iron ore’’ on Y’s farm 
‘‘mined and sold,’’ Y. granted to a min- 
ing company water privileges with “the 
right to locate their pump line over his 
land to their washer to. be located on the 
south side of Dukes hill, . . . such privi- 
lege to continue as long as the company 
shal] mine iron ore and use water froin 
said location; then they must leave the'r 
property and vacate sald premises.”’ Held, 
that the water easement was defeasible, 
and terminated when the mining company 
ceased operations on Duke's hill and 
moved its washer to an adjoining site.
